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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by King et 
al. 

King et al. shows a hose bag 52; cap-like mating part 35; outlet opening 41; 
cutting device 42; nozzle 60 and the device is "locked" when the nozzle threads are as 
far in as they can go. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's amendments to the claims and the specification have overcome the 
1 1 2, 2 nd paragraph rejection to the claims and the objections to the specification. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed February 4, 2003 have been considered but are not 
deemed persuasive. 

Applicant contends that King et al. does not show a helical cutting blade. 
Further, applicant contends that the blade of applicant requires only one action while 
King et al.'s blade requires two actions. 

King et al. shows a helical cutting blade. Webster's New World Dictionary, Third 
College Edition, defines a blade as "the cutting part of a tool, instrument, or weapon". 
The tip of the cutting device 42 clearly meets this definition of a blade as it cuts open the 
bag and is clearly in a helical configuration as seen in Figure 4.

The argument regarding the number of actions in order to open the package 
moot as there is no language in the claims that requires only a single action.
